Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection still stands over Goto et at. As 
mentioned in the final rejection, paragraph 7, the examiner is interpreting that Goto's alicyciic epoxy resin would be relatively hydrophilic 
since it contains oxygen and that Goto's coating layer contains essentially titanium dioxide and would also attract water molecules (see 
paragraph 11, final rejection). With respect to the Declaration received on 10/30/02, it is hereby noted again that merely stating one's 
opinions cannot be scientifically founded to distinguish the presently claimed invention from the prior art. 
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
